An intercepted letter address- 
ed to the commander contained cer- 
tain instructions from Berlin, which 
were dated June 14, 1914. These in- 
structions revealed a complete system 
for coaling the German navy on the 
outbreak of war through secret ser- 
vice agents in Cape Town, New York, 
and Chicago. 


“The commander of the Eber was 
given the names of shippers and bank- 
ers with whom he could deal confiden- 
itally, the essence of the plan being 
that a collier would leave Table Bay 
(Cape Colony) ostensibly bound for 
England, but really to meet a German 
warship at an agreed rendezvous. Nat- 
urally, so far as Cape Town is econ- 
cerned, the arrangements have been up- 
set owing to the discovery and this per- 
haps explains why German cruisers 
have been more in evidence in North 
Atlantic waters than in the southern

EXPERIMENTS TO BE TRIED 


Temporary Improvement of Sand 
Roads to Be Made. by Use of Straw, 
Hay or Wire Grass. 

For the first time an experiment in 
temporary improvement of deep sand 
}roads by use of a carpet of straw, hay, 
or wire grass, sprinkled with tar or 
bituminous produce, will be tried on 
Wisconsin highways in the vicinity of 
Bia, Columbia county. It is hoped to 
devise methods which will fit the road 
for travel at small expense, and it is 
predicted that this. straw carpet will 
last three. years where traffic Is not 
heavy. Other experiments in resur- 
facing highways are to be tried on 
the Barahoo-Kilbourn road. _ Thirty- 
‘\four hundred sections have’ been 
staked out, and treatment of each 

will be different.
